Site in West End Which Is Offered the City of Atlanta for Park 
Purposes. 
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Prominent Citizen of West End Presents Atlanta 
with Another Playground for the Children of 
His Section of the City. 


Another park has heen added to the 
string of play grounds with which At- 
lanta is surrounded, and which need only 
the skill of a landscape gardener and the 
care of the municipal government to be- 
come beautiful and valuable places where 
the children of the city may gather and 
engage in ‘heaithful exercises and pretty 
playing. 

The new park Wag given the city yes- 
terday morning by R. S. Egelston, of 
405 Gordon street, and the presentation 
was tnade to Mayor Howell, who accept- 
ed it for the municipality, and with 
thanks to the donor, but who stated to 
Mr. Egelston that thanks would also be 
returned by the general councl] of the 
city. 

The park is in West End, an@ {s bound- 
ed on one side by the city limits. It 
fronts 311.9 feet on Holdernesg street, 
276 feet on Oak street, 276 feet on 
Egelston street, while a proposed drive- 
way 20 feet wide and 309 feet in length 
will be the other boundary of the park. 

Few persons realize that there is a 
string of parks around Atlanta in which 
more interest is being taken every year, 
and which in a few years will be the 
garden spots of the city and the objective 
places for those who go riding or afriv- 
ing during the afternoons. 

First comes .Grant park, in the thira 


and in the end it is expected to be a 
very attractive park. 

The park board has already made ar- 
rangements for beautifying Mims park, 
and by next summer it will be one of the 
prettiest of the city’s play grounds. 

The other parks all require much at- 
tention, but it is the intention of the 
board of park commissioners to have 
their condition remedied at once. During 
the course of the next few years it is 
probable that all of these parks will be 
In splendid condition, and places of 
beauty which will be shown vyisitors to 
the city. 

The principal thing now needed for 
the parks of the city is an increased ap- 
propriation by council. During past 
years only $12,000 or $14,000 was ap- 
propriated for the department of parks. 
This year the appropriation was increas- 
ed to $18,000. For the next four or five 
years $50,000 or $60,000 at least should 
be spent in heautifying the parks, think 
several influential members ‘of council, 
and it may be that they will be abie to 
impress their ideas with sufficient force 
upon their fellow-membérs of council! to 
secure for Atianta a string of beautiful 
parks ar 1 the clty. 

The park given Atlanta yesterday wl 
be named ‘‘Egelston” park, in honor 
the gentleman who has presented it to 
the city.

Philadelphia, June !0.—United States 
Attorney General Knox, who was yester- 
day selected by the republican state 
jeuders to Succeed the late M. S. Quay 
in the United States senate, in an inter- 
view today said: 

“My retirement from the cabinet will 
in no way affect the policy of the admin- 
istration as pursued by President Hoose- 
velt. Mr. Roosevelt stands for certain 
principles. On my resignation Mr. Hoose- 
velt will experience ng ditfmgulty in secur- 
ing a man who will continue to represent 
those principles and carry out the na- 
tignal policy as set down by him. 

“T cannot conceive how my retirement 
as attorney general will affect the presi- 
dential campaign. I have no fear tnat 
the action of the leaders of the repub- 
lican party of Pennsylvania in deciding to 
present my name for the senatorship will 
be made a campaign issue.

RUSSIAN TROOPS ROUTED 
BY JAPANESE AT HAI CHI 


Tokio, June 10.—Genera] Kuroki re- 
ports that a detachment of Japanese 
troops on Tuesday routed a company of 
Russian infantry with two guns at Hai- 
Chi, the Japanese losing three men 
killed and 24 wounded. The Jajninese 
captured two officers and five men. The 
Russians left on the fleld 23 dead 
wounded und probably lost 70 men.

JAPS FLANKING MOVEMENT 
EFFECTED TAKING OF SIU-YEN 
“In the course of the fight a flanking 

movement by several battalions of Japa- 
nese infantry was observed north of Siu- 
Yen threatening our line of retreat. Con- 
sequently our Cossacks gradually with- 
drew 5 miles from Siu-Yen, keeping up 
their fire from a battery On a dense 
column of the army at a range of 600 
vards.

Peach rowers bsappointed a 
Commissioners Recent Ruling 


Claim Made by Prominent Shippers 
That Points Decided Are in 
Reality No* the Important 
Ones, ard That the 
Growers Lost Out. 


Fort Valley, Ga., June 10.—(Special.)— 
The decision of the Thterstate commerce 
2ommission in the case 
Peach Growers’ “*.ssociation against the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railway Company 
and others, while on a first reading might 
seem to be a victory for the growers, the 
points decide4 in their favor are general- 
ly recognized to be of minor importance 
and the decision Will prove of little prac- 
tical benefit to the growers. 

Senator H. A. Mathéws, who is a mem- 
ber of the Georgia Fruit Growers’ As- 
sociation, is of -the dGpinion that the de- 
cision is a decided victory for the rail- 
roads. The question.of recovering actual 
damages regafrdiess of the valuation 
placed upon the car at the time of ship- 
ment is of little importance. The valua- 
tion pieced updén a car. of peaches has 
becn pFacticalty fixed by the railroads at 
$500. There has never been a car of 
peaches shipped from this point where an 
excess in freight has been paid on ac- 
count of the valuation placed upon it. 
The freight being the same on all cars, 
it matters not what the valuation is, 
provided it does not exceed $500, and no 
one has ever placed a valuation to ex- 
ceed this amount. 

This part of the decision will only be of 
henefit to those few fsolated cases where 
claims for @damages are filed against the 
read, and then it—will only benefit them 
when théir actual damages on @ cart 
exceeg $500, which would be an exceec- 
ingly rare instance. A reduction in the 
freight rate of $30 per car from New 
York to Boston will be of benefit, but 
since it is estimated that only about 5 
per cent of the crop is shipped to Boston, 
it will affect the rate only on a very 
small proportion of the crop.

Stern, the pawn broker, who sold the 
revolver found in Young’s pocket, in 
his testimony before the grand jury, said 
he was positive he could identify the 
revolver and the man and woman to 
whom he sold it. He was given a view 
of Mrs. Patterson, but said he could not 
identify her as the woman who accom- 


panied the man. The grand jury ex- 
pressed a desire to have Stern confront 
J. Morgan Smith and then it was learned 
that Smith had not appeared in answer 
to the summons that had been served on 


‘him. 


It is said today that in addition to Mr. 
and Mrs. J. Morgan Smith another wit- 


' ness whom the police consider of great 
importance in making a thorough inves- 


tigation of the case has mysteriously dis- 
appeared. The man is Harry Frank, @ 
bartender in the saloon where Young 
and Mrs. Patterson are said to have 
spent a great part of the night before 
Young wags shot. 

A dramatic scence occurred after the 
coroner’s hearing, while Mrs. Patterson 
was being led back to the Tombs. 

Mrs. William Luce, sister of the dead 
bookmaker, confronted Mrs. Patterson 
and cried out: 

“You fiend! You did it!” 

Mrs. Luce tried to reach Mrs. Patter- 
son, but was prevented by an officer and 
was led away.

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Property Now Secured Valued 
at Nearly Half Million 
Dollars, 


MUCH INTEREST FELT 
IN BIG LAND DEAL 


Property Wanted for Terminal Pur- 
poses—D. N. McClatchey Act- 
ing in Deal for the Louis- 
“ville and Nashville, and 
A., K. & N. Roads. 


Options of seven valuable tracts of land 
were filed yesterday by the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern railroad and the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad, valued 
at $87,000, which lies adjacent to twenty- 
nine other tracts of land secured about 
two weeks ago on options of a similar 
nature. The total value of the property 
upon whickK options have been secured up 
to date is $432,000, or nearly half a mil- 
lion dollars. 

The options filed for record yesterday 
were for sixty and ninety days. The 
contracts were all made by the parties 


giving the options to D. F. McClatchey, 
but it is known that he is acting for 
the two railroad corporations named. 

When the first options were secure? 
Speculation was rife as to what Mr. Mc- 
Clatchey wanted with so much valuable 
real estate all lying in the same locality, 
but when the second batch was obtained 
it became known that he was represent- 
ing the two railroads and that the cor- 
porations desired the property for ter- 
minal purposes and that it would be 
used for yards and for the erection of 
such buildings as would be necessary. 

The two railroads have secured options 
On between sixty and seventy acres, 
lying between West End and Oakland 
City and extending back toward West 
View cemetery. The whole block upon 
which options have been secured is nearly 
Square and admirably adapted for rail- 
road yard purposes. It is probable that 
more options will be secured on property 
in the same locality before the roads 
have secured all they want. 

Good Prices To Be Paid. 

The property includes some of the finest 
lots in that section of the county and 
some prices were very high, ranging 
from $800 to $2,000 an acre. 

The first batch of options included ten 
tracts of land valued at about $250,000, 
The second batch was on nineteen tracts 
valued at $94,850. 

Some of the oldest homesteads in the 
county, owned for many years by peo- 
ple who. have been landmarks 
section of the state since long before 
the war, are included in the tracts which 
are bargained for by the railroads. 
Where for years there have been thriv-

Fish, P. J., dissenting.—Whfle, under 
the Penal Code, section 991, to convict 
of rape is: not made an exception to tne 
general rule that “the testimony of a 
single witness is gener@ly sufficient to 
establish a fact.’’ in view of some of the 
prior decisions of tWis court there must 
be corroboration of the testimony of the 
person alleged to have been assaulted, to 
authorize a conviction of that offense. 
There is, however, no prescribed rule for 
measuring the amount or extent of such 
eorroboration. That, like the credibility 
of witnesses, is a matter solely for the 
consideration of the jury. in the present 
case the accused admitted the act of 
sexual intercourse. but dented that it was 
committed forcibly and against the will 
of the woman. She testified positively 
and unequivocally that it was done 
forcibly and against her will. There was 
abundant evidence of her good charac- 
ter. and an absolute want of evidence of 
motive on her part for making a false 
charge against the accused. There was 
evidence that she had been sick for vears 
with serious uterine trouble, and that at 
the time the offense was charged to have 
been committed she was still afflicted 
with such disease and was weak and 
weighed only 93 pounds. There was some 
evidence that the accused attempted to 
avold arrest. and there were circum- 
stances in explanation of the failure of 
the woman to make immediate complaint 
of her injury. In my judgment the jury 
were authorized to fina that the positive 
evidence of the woman was sufficiently 
corroborated to warrant a conviction:

WILL GO TO THE SOUTH” 


—fton. Daniel Davenport 


OLUMBUS, GA., June 
cial.)}—The address of Hon. Danie! 

Davenport, of Bridgeport, Conn., 
delivered at the convention of the Geor- 
gia Industrial Association at Warm 
Springs yesterday, was given profound at- 
tention by the prominent Georgia mill 
men who were present. 

Mr. Davenport, who is the executive 
agent of the American Anti-Boycott As- 
sociation, spoke upon the subject: ‘Shall 
the South Protect Herself Against Ex- 
treme Labor Legislation.”’ The address 
was strong, able and emphatic and his 
auditors were frequently inspired to ap- 
plaud his utterances. This is his first 
Visit south and he declared at the outset 
he was amazed at the revelation the 
trip had been to him. He Said he had 
noticed the various inductries along the 
road and could hardly believe his eyes 
at the signs of the progress and prosper- 
ity of this section following the desolation 
of forty years azo. 

He urged the manufacturers of Georgia 
to resolutely oppose all socialistic and pa- 
ternalistic legislation. He drew a vivid 
picture of what he termed the “evils of 
unionism”? in the north, declaring that 
within a stone’s throw of Independence 
hall in Philadelphia and in the shadow 
of Bunker Hill monument employers were 
not permitted to act as free American cit- 
izens and permitted to employ whom they 
desired. In Boston, he said, one can- 
not procure a Marriage license unless it 
has the union label on it. He urged the 
Georgia mwnanufacturers to oppose persist- 
ently and continuously all “pernicious leg- 
islation’”’ in order that this state may es- 
cape the evils that have befallen certain 
New England states. 

Mr. Davenport referred 
terms to the cordial relations existing 
between Georgia and Connecticut. He 
said that a colony from Dorchester, 
Conn., had settled in Georgia early in its 
history and taken prominent part in the 
state's development. He made the state- 
ment that he had been informed a larger 
proportion of the population in some 
Georgia counties could trace their ances- 
try to New England sires, than could the 
people of Boston. He declared: 


Industrial Tide Turning. 

“T sometimes think, as I look upon the 
usual train of events of this country and 
the causes of prosperity, that the hour 
of irrevozable decline has struck New 
England, that the limit of manufacturing 
and commercial supremacy is about ac- 
quired, and it is about to be taken up 
by the people of the south. For, gen- 
tlemen, you have here, in the first place, 
such superb natural advantages over us. 
We are up there in the northeastern part 
of the country. with a sterile s9il and 
rigorous climate, and with a restricted 
market, too. We are up there remote 
from the source of raw material. Of 
course, we have got immense wealth 
there: we have enormous advantages; the 
millionaire may carry us a long time 
probably, but the same causes which nave 
operated tn the past to give us our su- 
premacy over you and over the other 
parts of the country, seem to foretell the 
inevitable decline of that section. 

“Think. gentlemen, you have here in 
the south not Oniy the raw materisi, 
your cheap cotton, your cotton here in the 
fields, your minerals, your coal, your iron 
and labor and all those things, but you 
have servants here, slaves here, which 
no emancipation proclamation will ever 
strip you of and no cause can ever de- 
prive you of them, Viz: the water power 
and the electric power, which’ stand 
ready to do the work of millions upon 
millions of Slaves here, yours and will 
be yours as long as the Blue Ridge and 
mountains north of here are i§ere to 
catch the rains and condense th§ mojs- 
ture which flows down in the streams to 
the guif and to the ocean. And, what

is more than that, gentlemen, you have: 


got another most important thing—you 
have a magnificent people. It is one of 
the great legacies that hag been left to 
the people of this country. 

‘The demonstration of what a magnifi- 
ceut people you were took place in the 
civil war. When I think of what the 
southern people went through in the de- 
fense of what they unquestionably be- 
lieved to be the right; when [I think of 
the women of the south, what stock they 
must be of to send their children forth, 
their,brothers and their sons and their 
husbands into such a fiery furnace of af- 
fliction as they went through, I say that

Fuller E. Callaway, of LaGrange, in- 
troduced a resolution that was. unani- 
mously passed by the body declaring that 
“This assocfation heartily approves and 
indorses the anti-boycott and anti-black- 
listing act recently passed by the state 
of Alabama.”’ 

On motion of B. S. Walker, of Monroe, 
a committee was appointed, consisting of 
Mr. WalRer, Mr. Callaway and Mr. Hand, 
to solicit the representatives of other 
manuracturing plants in the state to join 
the association, and to make a list of all 
the enterprises represented at this year's 
convention. A committee was also ap- 
pointed to frame a new set of by-laws. 

Jack J. Spalding secured the passage of 
a resolution providing that the ohair ap- 
point ‘‘a committee of three on legisla- 
tion, to assist the officars and execu- 
tive committee in defending the interests 
of the members of the association in ail 
legistative matters.’’ President Gordon ap- 
pointed Mr. Spalding, S. C. Dunlap, of 
Gainesville, and S. A. Carter, of Atlanta, 
on this committee.

The Pennsylvania Boss. 

The new senator from Pennsylvania 
has been named by one man. He is 
“Is” Durham, to whom the republican 
machine now looks for leadership sinay 
the death of the big chief, Quay. Sen- 
ator Penrose, acconging to the dis- 
patches, has made the selection, but 
it is made solely upon the authority 
of Durham. The people have had no 
say in the matter, nor will they 
have. 

This assumption of absolute author- 
ity on the part of the machine has 
raised not a whimper from the repub- 
lican masses of the Keystone State. 
They have so long been accustomed 
to being dictated to by the machine 
leaders that they have forgotten, if 
they ever knew it, that a voter has 
the right to a voice in naming 
the nominees of his party and the of- 
ficers of his ‘state. In vain will the 
independent republicans and the no- 
party independents of Pennsylvania 
raise their voices in protest. The 
machine is all-powerful. 

Durham, whois officially known as 
insurance commissioner of the state, 
has just returned to Philadelphia, 
from an Outing on the Pacific coast. 
His return is hailed with joy by the 
organization republican newspapers, 
one of which delights to find him “in 
health and strength, ready to take up 
the duties which the leadership of the 
republican organization in Philadel- 
phia demands.” Which remark calls 
from The Public Ledger, the great in- 
dependent newspaper of Philadelphia, 
the query whether Durham is not 
in such vigorous health and strength 
as tg enable him to take up, also, 
all the duties which the office of in- 
surance commissioner demands? The 
Public Ledger states that Insurance 
Commissioner Durham is paid by the 
state from $12,000 to $15,000 per year 
for discharging the duties of that of- 
fice, yet for a year or more he has 
probably spent not a single day or 
hour in his department at Harrisburg. 
He has been well enough to attend 
to the duties of political leadership, 
Dut too ill to attend to those of the 
state. Which is another evidence of 
the soft snap. which political leader- 
ship is in the ring-ridden cities of 
this country. 

But “the boys” are for Durham, 
and upon his return to Philadelphia 
they gave him a noisy welcome. The 
impressiveness of, this reception, The 
Public Ledger thinks, was somewhat 
marred “by the conspicuous absence 
of every citizen of distinction in the 
entire community;” among all those 
who welcomed him there was not 
one whose name has ever been asso- 
ciated in any manner whatsoever with 
such things. as have contributed to 
the wealth, dignity or good fame of 
Philadelphia. They were, one and all, 
parts and parcels of that political 
organization which dominates’ the 
municipal government; which disfran- 
chises our reputable citizens at the 
polis; which imposes taxation upon 
the property holders, our men of busi- 
ness; which spends and loots the 
city’s revenues; which enriches the 
practical politicians by the bestowal 
of public franchises of immense 
value; by the award of contracts sel- 
dom if ever faithfully observed, by 
the authorization of municipal enter- 
prises of great cost which are made 
to yield large tribute to the leaders 
and followers of the dynasty of our 
‘peerless leader.’ ” 

By whom is meant the man who has 
shown to the republicans of Pennsyl- 
vania that they have no real part in 
naming their new senator, he, The 
Boss, having delegated this privilege 
to one of his lieutenants. The people 
must accept the decision without a 
murmur.

Mr. Hitt’s Mistake. 


Again it looks as if the vice pres- 
idential nomination on the republican 
ticket would go to Senator Fairbanks, 
of Indiana. After a vain effort to 
dragoon Uncle Joe Cannon into this 
service, and after endeavoring to put 
life into a Robert R. Hitt boom, the 
republicans have, been compelled to 
fall back upon their first love, the 
tall statesman from the Wabash, who 
is principally available because he 
represents nothing in particular. 

The collapse of the Hitt boom has 
heretofore been unexplained. The 
fact is, Mr. Hitt made the mistake, 
which even less wise men have made, 
of construing the republican platform 
utterances as honestly made. Mr. Hitt 
is in some respects an old-fashioned 
statesman. Receiving his early in- 
structions from Avraham Lincoln, 
he developed a conviction that politr 
cal parties ought to be honest which 
has, strangely enough, never left him. 
This fact stamps him a back-num- 
ber statesman, for the latter-day re- 
publicans understand full well that 
republican platforms, like the plat- 
forms of railroad cars are meant to 
get in on and not to stand on. 

Mr. Hitt having read closely, not 
only the republican national platforms, 
put the utterances of the leading states- 
men who have lent character to that 
party, conceived the idea that when 
these statements and these party plat- 
forms declared for reciprocity, they 
meant what they said. Accordingly, 
in 1889, when tbe tariff was under 
consideration, Mr, Hitt introduced in 
the house of representatives the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

That whenever it shall be duly certified 
to the president of the United States that 
the Dominion of ‘Canada has declared a 
desire to establish eommercial union with 
the United States, having a uniform reve- 
nue system, like internal taxes to be 
ecoliected and like import duties to be 
imposed on articles brought into either 


‘crowded hour.’’

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Blackburn on Bryan. 

Senator Blackburn, in a ringing 
and eloquent spech before the Ken- 
tucky state convention, pronounced as 
a libel and a slander the report that 
William J. Bryan intends to bolt the 
national convention at St. Louis. In 
presenting to the convention the name 
of Judge Peak for temporary chair- 
man, Senator Blackburn took the oc- 
casion to review the national condi- 
tions, and in this review he said: 

Tihey tell us that Bryan means to bolt 
at St. Louis, I denounce it, I stamp upon 
it the vilest slander ever uttered by mor- 
tal lips to blacken the record of God's 
noblest specimen. I have never abated one 
jot or tittle of the confidence I have had 
in Bryan, my faith in his patriotism, my 
measurement of his ability, nor my confi- 
dence in his courage and his loyalty to 
the party. I know him well enough, 1 have 
been closely enough associated with him 
to warrant me here, in the face of Ken- 
tucky’s assembled democracy, to protest 
against the libel and slander that they 
would put upon that man. 

There nas been an apparently stud 
ied effort in some quarters to make it 
appear that Mr. Bryan has in contem- 
plation action similar to that of the 
men who, in 1896, left the national 
democratic convention and declined to 
support the nominees of the party. 
In support of this, some of the utter- 
ances of Mr. Bryan, made in person 
and through his paper, have been 
quoted. 

The nominee of the party in the 
last two national contests had ne 
more enthusiastic and no more sincere 
supporter than Senator Blackburn, 
and it is fair to assume that he 
kvows what he is talking about in this 
instance. Oertainly, the testimony 
of one so close to Mr. Bryan person- 
ally will be taken as better indica- 
tion of that gentleman’s intentions 
than the interpretation placed upon 
expressions, doubtless often separated 
from their context, by mewspapers 
and politicians not friendly to him.

The Georgia State Fair Premiums. 


Editor Constitution: Recently you kind- 
ly published an outline of the premium 
list of the Georgia state fair which will 
be held at Macon, October 19-28, next. 
The complete list, now in the hands of 
the printers, will] show cash premiums 
amounting to $14,000. It is usual, in 
making up premium lists, to Increase the 
actual list by one-half—the latter being 
for attractiveness and general ornamen- 
tation. The list presented by the Macon 
fair association is solid. Every premi- 
um offered will develop, it may be rea- 
sonably expected, two or more competi- 
torg. The premiums in the strictly ag- 
ricultural department are not as large or 
as numerous as some offered in the past, 
but they are libera] and they ought to 
excite the liveliest interest throughout 
the state. 

It is better that there should not be 
a great string of consolation prizes, so 
that every exhibitor will get a prize 
anyway. It will be worth something, 
under the present list, to pass under the 
Wire first and win $1,500 cash for the 
best county agricultural exhibit, so with 
tne $1,200, the $750 and the $200 cash 
premiums. 

If one should not care to take his 
chances in that branch, why let him 
contend for the $300 cash premium of- 
fered for the best individual agricul- 
tural exhibit, with a fair opportunity, 
if he should miss that, of taking $150 
for the second best exhibit. 

Or one may win $100 cash by making 
an attractive exhibit from his one-horse 
farm, showing how nearly the exhibitor 
lives at home. 

The list for agriculturalists had to be 
cut in order to write a fairly good list 
of premiums for a live stock exhibit. 
The association could not make the pre- 
miums for live stock as liberal as they 
would have preferred, and really desired, 
but, all things considered, they have done 
remarkably well. 

You must not forget the fact that the 

state of Georgia does not, as is the cus- 
tom with other states. give a dollar to 
the State Agricultural Society or any 
Cther organization for the encourage- 
ment of an annua] state fair, hence the 
people must depend on their own efforts 
and their own pocketbooks for funds 
for such laudable purposes, Up to the 
constitution of 1877, Georgia did ive 
$2,500 a year to the State Aaricatciee’ 
Society. Every dollar of that appropria- 
tion was returned to the state in re- 
sults a hundred fold. : 
The agricultural premiums, as already 
indicated, were considerably reduced and 
premiums aggregating $2,250 written for 
like stock because of the fact that pub- 
lic interest in the live stock industry is 
on the increase throughout the state. 

The proportion between the agricultur- 
al and the live stock premiums is fair, 
and the people will so regard it. 

By and by we shall be in position to 
adopt a policy which obtains in Indiana. 
For example, premiums amounting to 
$1,120 are offered on shorthorns and 
Herefords—the beef class—by the fair 
management. The Indiana shorthorn and 
the Hereford breeders supplement those 
Premiums in a sum amounting to $1,782, 
the former giving $1,000 and the latter 
$782. The Indiana state board of ag- 
Ticulture added $500 to the Hereford 
premiums, making $],282, or a total of 
specia] premiums, $2,282. 

If the live stock breeders in Georgia 
will respond freely by exhibits of their 
herds at Macon, we _ shall note great 
progress in 1905, and the fair manage- 
ment will probably be able to do better 
in the way of premiums. 

I am confident that there will be a 
ready and prompt response on the part 
of the agriculturalists and I believe that 
our live stock friends will show a lively 
appreciation of the fact that the Macon 
Fair Association would have increased 
the total premiums if it had been possi- 
ble. The association did not lose sight 
of the poultry or the dairy interest or 
the art department or woman’s work. 

One of the most important exhibits to 
work up is the agricultural.. When a 
man or a club sets about a county agri- 
cultural display, he has mapped out for 
himself many busy days and much fa- 
tigue. You cannot have a fair without a 
first-class agricultural display. 

Men do net appreciate the immense 
value a creditable exhibit of agricultural 
products is to a county. TI am reliably 
informed’ that the. wisPplay made at Val- 
d4sta by Brooks county so thoroughly 
advertised the county’s possibilities that 
there begun at once and still continues 
a steady influx of well to do people into 
the county. 

I am quite sure that similar results fol- 
lowed the splendie display made by Bar- 
tow and Spalding, Jones and Houston, 
et al 

Every section of the state should be 
represented at Macon this year—compet- 
Ing in the agricultural, poultry, live 
Stock and other départments. 

The citizens of macon put up $16,000 
cash last year; this year they increased 
the amount to $18,000. They have the 
finest, the most beautiful fair grounds in 
the United States. When you include ad- 
vertising and other expenses, you will 
see that Macon must needs swell the 
amount—and she will. Now let the peo- 
ple strike hands with the Macon Fair 
Association and help to make the fair 
a grand success. That sturdy and loyal 
old organization, the Georgia State Agri- 
cultural Society, which has done so much 
to upbuild, strengraen and advance the 
tarming and kindred interests of the 
State, is heartily and zealously cooperat- 
ing with the Macon Fair Association in 
the furtherance of the fair for 1904.

The Atlanta matter goes over to 
June 2!, when the commission will meet 
to hear the answer of the railroads, and 
perhaps at that time to take some deti- 
nite action with regard to its course of 
procedure, 

Just now the commission is devoting 
itself to minor matters, principally of lo- 
cal importance, such as complaints about 
depots, telegraph and express stations, 
demurrage and other matters of a like 
character, which concern individuals or 
small communities. The commission had 
under consideration yesterday the com- 
plaints of the people of Woodbury, Filo- 
villa, McRae, Pitts and Several other 
points regarding railroad depots. Action 
was taken in each case, which, it is be- 
lieved, will getve satisfaction to all con- 
cerned. 

There was also considered a complaint 
from Griffin merchants to the effect that 
rates on sugar and other products from 
Savannah were too high, and the commis- 
sion was asked to order a reduction. Be- 
fore the hearing in this matter was com- 
cluded, however, a consultation was held 
between the parties at interest, and the 
case was withdrawn. Colonel W. H. 
Brewer represented the Griffin merchants, 
while General Freight Agent Joseph L. 
Graham appeared for the Central of Geor- 
gia and Assistant General Freight Agent 
L. Green for the Southern, 


Will Mean Damage Suits. 


Hon. G. Gunby Jordan, Columbus, 
was tn the city yesterday in attendance 
on the session of the railroad commis- 
elon, of which he is a member. Mr. Jor- 
dan is president of the Eagle and Phenix 
mills, of Columbus, and the mill men of 
that city are interested just now In the 
cutting off of the Chattahoochee river by 
the closing of the big dam at Bull sullce. 

Mr. Jordan said practically all the mills 
in Columbus were seriously tinterfered 
with by the cutting off of the river. The 
closing of the dam at Bull sluice stopped 
about three-fifths of the river, which re- 
sulted in the reservoirs at Columbus run- 
ning so low that for two afternoons the 
mills were obliged to shut down, 

“There is no doubt,’’ Mr. Jordan sald, 
“that claims for damages will be made 
against the Morgan Falls Power Com- 
pany. The stopping of the river has re- 
sulted in a loss to the mills of something 
like $1,000 to $3,000 each, I am informed. 
This trouble might have been avoided 
had the Morgan Falls company filled its 
reservoir more slowly, but the shutting of 
all the gates at once has resulted in the 
river running practically dry below the 
reservoirs at Columbus. I see the river 
is rising considerably now and 1 think 
everything will be in good shape again 
by tomorrow.”’ 

At Columbus one boat was left strand- 
ed in the mud and it is believed that 
three or four others which are down the 
river will experience the same fate, 
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Goes Over to July. 


There will be no further meeting of 
the John B. Gordon Monument Associa- 
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tion until the first Thursday 1!n July. 
This was decided upon at the last meet- 
ing on account of the fact that the re- 
union of confederate vyeterans wil] be 
held in Nashville next week, and that 
it is considered there is ny longer any 
necessity for weekly meetings since all 
the committees are well organized and 
In good working shape.

It is against the by-« 
laws to take up subscriptions in the re- 
union hall, but announcement will be 
made of a meeting in another hall where 
several speeches relating to General Gor- 
don and subscription lists for the monu- 
ment fund will be opened. Similar meet- 
ings wil] also be held in the division 
headquarters, and it is believed a large 
addition to the fund will be secured. 

Reports from varfous committees, both 
loca] and tn other towns and cities show 
that the fund is gradually climbing up, 
and it is said that more than $6,000 has 
now been subscribed. 


Not the Boll Weevil. . 


More bugs have been sent to the state 
department of agriculture under sus- 
picion that they are the Mexican boll 
weevil. This time the bugs are from 
Cuthbert, having been found on the farm 
of A. C. Moye, where it is said they made 
disastrous depredations on the cotton. 

These bugs have been submitted to 
State Entomologist Scott, who will make 
an examination of them as he has done 
in several other cases. It is stated pos- 
itively, however, that these bugs are not 
the boll weevil, but some other kind of 
insect which really ought not to be de- 
structive to cotton. The state entomolo- 
gist will probably make q report on them 
within the next few days.

- SYNDICATE OWNS 
GEORGIA BONDS 
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Englishman Investigates Repu- 
diated Securities 


Says He Thinks There Is a Growing 
Sentiment in Favor of Settling 
or Compromising These 
Claims—His Mission 
One for Harmony. 


Représenting English holders of Geor- 
gia’e repudiated bonds to the extent of 
about $3,000,060 face value, Hon, A. D 
Provand, of No, 2 Whitehall Court. 
London, Ras been in Atlanta for several 
cays looking up the records at the state 
capitol with regard to these securities 
and talking over their standing with 
‘various state house officials. 

Mr. Provand is not a lawyer, but a 
merchant. “A Jawyer is the last man to 
be called in to adjust a business mat- 
ter,” Mr. Provand says. . He believes 
ttat where there is an honest conten- 
tion between two parties to a business 
‘transaction, they should seek to settle 
it harmoniously between themselves, and 
that is the manner of Mr. Provand’s mis- 
sion to Georgia regarding the state's 
repudiated securities, 

Mr. Trovand spent several days in the 
Btate library at the capitol looking over 
ali the records he could find bearing on 
the subject of these bonds, and he also 
read much of the voluminous testimony 
before the senatorial committee which 
tad in charge the matter of investigating 
the Bullock bonds. Likewise he called 
on several of the state house officials 
and discussed the matter with them. 

“I own very few of these bonds my- 
self,”” Mr. Provand said, ‘‘and what I 
have came to me through inheritance. 
Eut parties who knew that I was coming 
to America ag I do frequently, request2d 
me to come to Georgia and look into the 
situatidn tn their behalf. Since taking 
the matter up I have seen a large num- 
ber of the holders of these bonds, and 
in every instance they have asked me to 
represent thém. Therefore, I supppose 1 
represent a larger amount of them than 
any other person.”’ 

Mr. Provand did not state what the 
amount was, but it is understooud to be 
rrore than $3,000,000 face value, some of 
these being owned in this country. The 
interest on these bonds, it is said, now 
amounts to $2.34 on every dollar, so that 
the total claim represented by Mr. Pro- 
vand is more than $10,000,000. 


Finds Favorable Sentiment. 

“T think there is a growing sentimcnt 
in favor of the sentiment of these old 
ciatms,’’ Mr. Provand said. “TI have 
talked the matter over with a great many 
people, «nd TI believe ultimately these 
claims wS* ve said. - Of course it is out 
of the question ta expect the payment 
of the bonds and accrued interest, or 
evin anything like it, but I do believe 
that before long some arrangement can 
be madé for a harmonious discussion of 
the matter and that a basis of agreement 
ean be reached which will be satisfac- 
tory to all concerned. 

“Georgia is a great state and her re- 
pudiated securities nave held a better 
position than any others that I know of. 
There has always been a belief that sat 
some time these would be paid or com- 
promised, and that feeling exists yet 
among the holders of these bonds. In 
my opinion it Is now stronger than ever, 
But whatever is done, we want to do 
it without creating any antagonism or 
stirring up any strife. There are honest 
differences of opinion with regard to 
these securities, and the object is to see 
if these, to some extent, cannot be recon- 
cfled. 

“I expect to come over hefe again about 
October, and I hope at that time some- 
thing definite may be arrived at, at 
least regarding the mode of procedure. 
We feel at least where the state re- 
clved any benefit from the proceeds of 
these bonds, as in the case of the gold 
quarterlies for Instance, the state, after 
a careful consideration of the question, 
“wculd be willing to do something for 
those who put their money into them.” 


Member of Parliament. 

Mr. Provand was for fourteen years a 
member of the house of commons, repre- 
senting his district In Scotland. He is a 
man of wide information and has trav- 
eied extensively. He is engaged in the 
Chinese trade and for several years lived 
in the orient. 

He spoke interestingly of the Chinese 
declaring them to be an honest and 
business-lfRe people, when they are prop- 
erly treated. He expressed the belicf. 
that the use of Chinese labor in the 
Transvaal under the restrictions imposed, 
would work wonders for that country. 

“You have here in Georgia, in fact 
through the cotton belt,’ said Mr. Pro- 
yond, ‘‘the climate of southern Italy. In 
my opinion Italian: labor would be of 
great value to you here. In his own 
country the Italian makes from One- 
third to one-half what you pay your 
field laborers. He is easy of assimila- 
tion and generally makes a g00qd citi- 
gen. He may come here as Giacomo 
Angelini, Put in the course of a short 
time he would lay aside his name, like- 
wise his stilletto, and become plain John 
Smith.*’

The nominee of the democratic party 
is to be selected by the delegates at St.

Judge Parker, but the refusal of such 
States'as Kentucky and Virginia to in- 
struct shows that the majority of the 
delegates to those state conventions de- 
Sired to leave the question of the nomi- 
nee open to the delegates from their 
States, acting with the delegations from 
other states, afid that they are willing 
to take any good man. 

From present indications there is no 
likelihood of a first ballot nomination— 
though there is a possibility that after 
the ante-convention conferences it may 
be determined on all sides that Judge 
Parker is the most available man and 
that the “favorite sons’ will not show 
up in the conVention. A possibility, but 
not a probability, as things look now. 

One thing is certain. Those democratic 
leaders frum the close states who are 
understood to be as yet unconvinced that 
Parker is the right man have reached no 
conclusion among themselves to support 
any one man. Upon his return to Balti- 
more after conferences with other leaders 
in New York, Senator Gorman said: 

The situation is practically un- 


changed; the conditions are stil] very 

much mixed and the solution will not 

be reached until we arrive at St. 

Louis. 

Speaking of the newspaper reports that 
the conferences in New York were for 
the purpose of forming a com¥*?fnation 
against Parker, Senator Gorman said, 
emphatically: 

“No, no; there %s absolutely nothing in 
that. We met simply to discuss the situa- 
tion and the platform.

Talking of Judge Gray. 

At the meeting of the Maryland dele- 
gation to St. Louis, held at Baltimore on 
Tuesday, there was a good deal of talk 
of Judge George Gray. Serator Gor- 
man’s lieutenant, Mr. Raisin, the Balti- 
more lea@ér, is-a great admirer of the 
Delaware staftsman and tipped him off 
as sure winner in case*he is nominated. 

The announcement that W. Bourke

“Whereas, The democracy of Delaware 
believe the success of the national demo- 
cratic party, at the ensuing presidential 
election, depends largely upon the per- 
sonal fitness of its candidate for the ex- 
alted office of president of the United

“Whereas, The Hon. George Gray, a 
distinguished citizen of Delaware, a man 
well artined in statesmanship and pogsess- 
ing the requisites of a wise and trust- 
worthy leader, is peculiarly equipped for 
discharging the rpsponsible duties of the 
president of a great nation, not alone by 
his ability, but from his long and wise 
experience in national and international 
affairs; therefore, be It 

“Resolved, That the delegates selected 
by the democratic party of Delaware in 
State convention assembled to represent 
the Delaware democracy in the national 
democratic convention, which meets in 
the city of St. Louis on July 6, be and 
they are hereby instructed to present 
the name of Hen. George Gray. of Dela- 
ware’s democracy, for the nomination 
for president, and said delegates are 
hereby tnstructed to support the presen- 
tatidn of his name for said nomination.”

PLUMBERS MAKE 
A STATEMENT 


Declare Trouble Is a Lock- 
Out and Not a 
Strike, 


A lockout and not a strike is what is 
Claimed by union plumbers and gas fit- 
ters who are not at work in Atlanta. 
In a communication, sent out yesterday, 
the plumbers declare they were forced 
out by the action of the master plumbers 
and that they did not go on a strike. 

In addition to this the statement con- 
tains the information that the workmen 
want an eight-hour work day with pay 
at the rate of $4 per day. They say 
they are open to arbitration. 

The following is the statement issued 
by the committee of the twvu unions: 

“According to the laws of our national 
association, in other words, our united 
association constitution, which governs 
our local bodies, it is not a strike, but a 
lockout; furthermore, tne plumbers are 
not alone in this lockout. Steam and 
gas fitters are also locked out. 

“In order that the public may under- 
Stand the situation, it will be necessary 
to start at the beginning of this affair, 
which is as follows: 

‘“‘Local No. 26! consists of steam anil 
gas fitters, local No. 72 consists of plumb- 
ers only. Our united association const!- 
tution specifies what work, also kind of 
work, shall be done by these trades. 
to about April 1, 1904, neither local 
union was working strictly according to 
the united association constitution. We 
were notified by our national executive 
board to appoint a committee from both 
locals and come to an agreement 
what work each local should do. Also 
if they could not come to an understand- 
ing they would take the matter up and 
, settle it. Committees were appvinted by 
both locals. They came to an _ under- 
| standing and notified the master plumb- 
lers April 28 thut we had come to an 
agreement as above stated. We also 
sent them a copy of the agreement to 
go into effect June ‘J. 

“We had no reason to belleve that our 
letter to the master plumbers was not 
satisfactory to them until June 2, when 
we were informed by our shop stewards 
that six shops were not satisfied. The 
shop stewards were instructed to call on 
the master plumbers in the six shops 
and get a definite answer to the letter 
sent them. They were told that they 
and the men they represented could get 
out of the shops; that they, the master 
plumbers, could get along without them. 

“This, according to our united assoctu- 
tion, is a lockout. Thirteen plumbers 
and six fitters were locked out June 3. 
On June 6 a joint meeting of No. 26! and 
No. 72 was called. We were informed ac 
this meeting that the master plumbers 
had circulated an agreement which haa 
been signed by all of thelr number ex- 
cepting three to run open shops. The 
fact that both locals stopped work June 
6, according to laws governing them, 
does not constitute a strike, but the steps 
taken by the master plumbers called all 
members of both locals out and is con- 
sidered a lockout 

“Up to June 6 there wére no demands 
made upon the master plumbers; neither 
was there any intention of making any, 
but the action taken by the master 
plumbers in circulating and signing an 
ugreement whose object was to break up 
our union was the direct cause of making 
this demand. 

“The following are the demands that 
are made by locked-out journeymen: 
Eight hours shall constitute a day’s work, 
seven hours ou Saturday; wages $4 per 
day. 

‘This whole affair, the master plumbers 
have been informed, is open for arbi- 
tration.”’

It fis reported that 
s0Me exporting was to be made from the 
New York stock, including 1,900 bales 
to go out today, and this drew attention 
to the small contract supplies at this 
center, while the forecast called for con- 
tinued rains in the territory and pro- 
moted covering for over Sunday, in fear 
of continued wet weather in the western 
pelt. At any rate, prices after the open- 
ing break worked quite steadily upward

Fears of Bearish Report on Condition 


of Growing Wheat. 


TURNED MARKET DOWNWARD 


July at the Close Was Down 1-2 to 
5-8c—Corn and Oats Were Each 
Down a Shade—Provisions 
15 to 35c Lower. 


Chicago, June 10.—Unoffictal forecasts 
that the government report on the con- 
the growing wheat would ve 
bearish caused general liquidation of 
wheat today. At tne close July wheat was 
down %2@%c. Corn and oats are both of 
a shade. Provisions are up {5 to 35c. 

Wet weather in the soutnwest caused a 
firm tone Th wheat at the opening, the 
July delivery being up w@%4c at 46%@ 
w6%c. The firmness, however, was ot 
short duration. sentiment in the pit soon 
became bearish. Lhe main factor in caus- 
ing the change Was apparently apprehen- 
sion among the bulls that the government 
report would show a considcrable im- 
provement in the condition of both winter 
and spring wheat. That this fear was not 
groundless was made evident by Kansas 
and Kentucky state reports, both of 
which showe~ an improvement of several 
points. Another factor that brought out 
numerous seiling orders was the large 
Argentine shipments. In referring to tae 
trop situation a St. Louis trade journal 
made the statement that no damage of 
consequence to winter wheat had resuited 
from the recent heavy racsas in the west 
and southwest, and that from many sec- 
tions an improved condition was report- 
ed. To add to the discomfiture of the 
bulls cash prices in ail markets were 
lower. A report that a break of 5c in the 
price of cash wheat at Toledo proved very 
unsettling vo Speculative trading here. 
The market became weaker as tne ses- 
sion advanced and before any recovery 
was mac% Juiy sold off to 85%c. ‘There 
Was sOme buying late in the day on a de- 
cline of 7 points in the condition of Michi- 
gan wWieat, as snown by the monthly 
state report. in consequence part of the 
earlier loss in price was regained. Final 
quotatians on July wheat were 86@86'¢c. 
Cledran¢ces of wheat and flour were equal 
to 68,700 bushels. Exports for the week, 
according to Bradsereet’s, were equal to 
1,482,000. Primary receipts were 256,500, 
compared with 302,800 bushels a year 
ago. Minntapoifs and Duluth and Chica- 
go reported receipts of 159 cars, against 
206 cars last week and 301 cars a year 
ago. 

Notwithstanding the weakness of wheat 
the corn market held up remarkably well. 
Under the influenceBS of we tweatner in 
Nebraska a firm sentiment prevailed earl- 
fer in the day. On the break in wheat 
there was some reaction in corn, the de- 
clining tendency belng augmented by 
large primary receipts. The market, how- 
ever, appeared to be well supported, the 
general belief being that prominent New 
York interésts are large ‘holders of July 
corn in this market. Prices rallie] on the 
late upturn in wheat and the close was 
practically unchanged from yesterday's 
nal figure.

COTTON—The cotton future market 
opened rather weak in tone today with 
first prices at a decline of 4 to 7 points. 
There was further loss immedintely as a 
result of scattered liquidation. There 
was also some bear pressure encouraged 
by the relative weakness in the Liverpool 
market. The weather map noted favor- 
able conditions. and the crop conditions 
were interpreted as quite favorable. The 
July option continued to attract con- 
siderable attention, but the fluctuations 
were wide, and the operations indicates 
only the larger and more important in- 
terests were operating in the old crop 
months. Tine observers generally figured 
that the old crop months would continue 
to move in a highly erratic manner pend- 
ing more definite information as to the 
actual market position of the profes- 
sional interests which are now active. As 
the day wore on the market ruled a 
trifle steadier, but up to the last there 
was considerable irregularity and much 
difference of opinion among the trading 
element. Business as a whole was of mod- 
erate proportions. The spot markets were 
quiet,and steady. In the latter part of 
the y the market was rather nervous. 
The weekly statistics on the whole were 
about as looked for.

“Leather is rather firmer at the east 
and buff hides have advanced. 

“Philadelphia reports ,business in lum- 
ber 20 per cent behind last year. 

“The iron trade, as a whole, is very 
dull. Production is being curtailed, but 
stocks increased during May. Holders 
show little disposition to follow the 
market downward. 

“Wheat, including flour, exports for 
the week ending June 9 aggregate |,462,- 
032 bushels, against 1,937,208 last week 
and 4,191,317 this week last year. From 
July 1, 1903, to date they aggregate 
129,411,751! bushels, against 213,064,124 
last season.
